WILL BUILD CONCRETE 

DAM AT SPEARS' MILL. 



That the people of Paris will never 
again be subjected to such inconveni- 
ence as has been experienced during 
the recent drought, is to be practi- 
cally insured by tht? erection of an 
enormous dam across Stoner creek 
at Spears' Mill, about seven miles 
above Paris. 

Plans began to. take definite shape 
Friday when Superintendent Newton 
Mitchell, of the Paris Water Com- 
pany, let the contract for building the 
dam to Woods & Cain, of this city. 
The contract provides for a concrete 
dam reinforced by steel, and which is 
the base to belOO feet long, eight feet 
high an dseven feet at the base.. 
This big wall will be furnished with a 
flood gate of the most approved kind 
so that the structure will be able to 
withstand the pressure of the water 
during the flood times, and yet can be 
so managed that in dry seasons the 
water may be let through in such 
quantities as will be necessary to sup- 
ply all demands of the city. 

A large force of teams and men wil 
be put to work immediately and the 
job will be pushed with all possible 
speed. The contractors will move 
their big rock crusher to Spears' Mill 
and the rock grinding will be com- 
menced at once. The dam, when 
completed, will cost in the neighbor- 
hood of $3,000, and will be^of incalcu- 
lable benefit to the citizen's of Paris.

Governor Felker, of New Hamp- 
shire, Saturday honored the requisi- 
ion of the State of New York for 
he extradition of Harry K. Thaw. 

The case is now transferred auto- 
natically to the Federal Courts, 
where a writ of habeas corpus on be- 
half of Thaw is pending. 

The Governor based his decision on 
the indictment returned against 
Thaw in New York County, which 
' harged him with conspiracy to es- 
cape from the Matteawan Asylum for 
the insane, to which he was commit- 
ted after his second trial for the kill- 
ing of Stanford White. 

Thaw made his sensational flight on 
August 17, and a few days later was 
arrested near Coaticook, Canada. 

Thaw's attorneys announced that 
they would immediately file an 
amendment to their petition for a writ 
of habeas corpus, application for 
which was made soon after Thaw 
was arrested in that State, following 
his deportation from Canada. 

The original petition was based on 
the allegation that Thaw was indict- 
ed for conspiracy by the Dutchess 
County grand jury, and it was sus- 
pended pending the Governor's de- 
cision upon the matter of extradition. 

Because the extradition now has 
been granted on. the strength of the 
New York County indictment, it will 
be necessary to amend the petition 
accordingly. 

Thaw was not present when Gov- 
ernor Felker announced his decision 
to the attorneys representing the fu- 
gitive and the State of Nwe York at 
the capital. He will remain here in 
the custody of United States Marshal 
Nute and Sheriff Drew pending the 
Federal proceedings. 

At a conference of counsel follow- 
ing the decision, it was agreed that 
the stauts quo should continue for a 
week. Thaw remaining here in his 
present custody, during which time 
his counsel will prepare the papers 
for the procedure in the United States 
Court. 

Thaw said that he would make no 
comment upon the Governor's de- 
cision and the probable iuture course 
of his case. His mother, Mrs. Mary 
Copley Thaw, issued a 500-word state- 
ment in which she said that the Gov- 
ernor's decision was not a shock to 
her, although it was a disappointment.

As a direct result of these contests 
iere has arrisen a deluge of questions 
:rom mothers as to how children can 
be given the best possible start in life, I 
physically, mentally, morally and spir- 1 
itually. These questions are to be an- 1 
swered in a series of authorative ( 
articles, the first of which appears in I 
the November number entitled "The 
Meaning of Motherhood," by Dr. S. I 
Josephine Baker, Director of Child j 
Hygiene, Department of Health, New 
York City. On the question of prepa- 1 
ration for motherhood, Doctor Baker I 
says in part: 

"When everything has been found to 
be normal, or the best possible efforts 
have been made to make it so, the ! 
next most important duty is that of a 
calm mind, cheerfulness and a firm 
faith in the great joy to come. Dr. 
Osier, the famous physician, has said 
that the master word in medicine is 
'equanimity.' He might have gone 
further and called it the master word 
for all of life's conduct, for never are 
equanimity and even judgment needed 
more than when a woman must con- 
sider that her mental attitude affects 
tiot only herself but another life, for 
the time wholly hers, to protect and 
guard. 

"Gossip of dire foreboding and old 
wives' tales should never be listened 
to. Nine-tenths of the stories of seri- 
ous results are pure fiction, with no 
real basis of fact, however authentic 
they may seem or how well supported 
they are by details. Science has dis- 1 
proved utterly the theory of marks and 
disfigurement appearing on the baby 
as the result of sudden frights or hor- 
rifying experiences of the mother, but 
allowing the mind to dwell upon such 
stories may mean a lowered vitality 
on the part of the mother owing to the 
mental worry, and, consequently, a 
lowered vitality and a disturbed sys- 
tem for the baby."

The fourth cotton ginning report of 
the season, compiled from reports of 
the Census Bureau correspondents and 
agents throughout the cotton belt, and 
issued at 10 a. m. Saturday, announced 
that 8,835,913 bales or cotton, counting 
round as half bales, of the growth of 
1912 had been ginned prior to Novem- 
ber 1. To that date last year 8,869,- 
222 bales, or 65.8 per cent, of the en- 
tire crop, had been ginned; in 1911 to 
that date 9,970,905, or 64.1 per cent, of 
the crop, had been ginned, and in 1906 
to that date 6,906,395 bales, or 53.2 per 
cent of the crop, had been ginned. 

Included in the total gainings were 
61,820 round bales, compared with 54,- 
539 bales last year, 68,313 bales in 
1911, 81,183 bales in 1910 and 109,621 
bales in 1909. 

The number of sea island cotton 
bales included was 42,769, compared 
with 28,887 bales last vear, 56,563 
bales in 1911, 40,504 bales in 1910 and 
55,237 bales in 1919:

In the val- 
ue of the output, however, Illinois ex- 
ceeds West Virginia by as many dol- 
lars as Wqst Virginia exceeds Illinois 
in tons. In 1912 the total value of 
of the mineral production of Illinois 
was $123,068,338. In 1911 the value of 
all the minerals produced in the State 
was $106,275,115. Illinois is also an 
important producer of coke, but at 
least 80 per cent of the raw coal used 
in the coke ovens comes from West 
Vil-glnia. 

Second in importance among Illinois 
mineral products is petroleum, the 
output of which in 1912 amounted to 
28,601,308 barrels, vauled at $24,332,- 
605, a decrease in quantity of 2,715,- 
730 barrels and in value of nearly 
$4,600,000 from 191L Although the 
production of petroleum in apprecia- 
ble quantity from Illinois is a part of 
the history of the last 10 years, the 
State now ranks third as a petroleum 
producer and is the most important 
State in this regard east of Missis- 
sippi River. Prior to 1915 the oil pro- 
duction of Illinois was measured by 
a few hundred barrels annually, but 
owing to some developments near 
Casey, Clark County, th eproduction 
during the last six months of 1915 rose 
to o ver 180,000 barrels. Little was 
thought of the importance to which 
Illinois would rise as a petroleum pro- 
ducer. Within three years of the 
extension of the oil territory the pro- 
2o of tne State jumped to over' 

33,000,000 barrels, and has averaged 
over 33,000,000 during the last 
five years. Some natural gas is pro- 
duced in the State, but when compar- 
ed with the output of coal and pe- 
troleum it is insignificant. The three 
fuels had a combined value in 1912 of 
$95 243,410, compared with $79,941,543 
in 1911. 

Illinois is one of the leading States 
in the utilization of its clay resources. 
In the value of (manufactured clay 
producets it ranks fourth among the 
States, with a total in 1912 of $15- 
^q?i 990 ' com S> ared wih $14,333,011 in 
1911.

WASHINGTON, D. C, Nov. 10.— As 
a result of requests from editors and 
editorial associations in many States, 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
has announced that the November 
crop reports of each State will be sup- 
plied to the newspapers in all States 
through the Central Weather Station 
located in each of the States. 

This is an extension of the experi- 
ment of telegraphing the State crop 
returns to the Central Weather Sta- 
tions in each of nine States, and hav- 
ing these telegrams duplicated at 
once and mailed to the newspapers 
and agricultural publications. Under 
this plan newspapers in 39 additional 
States will now receive full details of 
the State crops far more quickly than 
would be possible if these State crop 
details were put in the mails in Wash- 
ington and had to travel by train long 
distances to the more remote States. 

Under this plan the general sum- 
mary of the crops for the United 
States will, as heretofore, be issued in 
Washington for telegraphic distribu- 
tion. It has been found, however, that 
the conditions of crops within their 
particular States are of especial value 
to the farmers and producers, to whom 
the conditions in their own State are 
important in the marketing of their 
produce. 

Under this plan the Department 
sends one telegram to the Central 
Weather Bureau in each State, and 
within a few minutes after the crop 
figures for the State are completed in 
Washington the Weather Bureau is en"' 
abled to mail copies of the figures 
from a central point within the State 
to all papers in that State. 

Under the code system used, the 
Department is under the necessity of 
elegraphing only figures of previous 
crops for comparison are cupplied to 
each Weather Bpreau Station by mail. 
The cost of the telegraphing for each 
States does not exceed 75 cent3. 

The crop data thug circulated by 
mail to the newspapers will give: (a) 
a full list of the crops; (b) the aver- 
age condition of each crop for ten- 
year periods in that particular State; 
(c) the condition of the State crops 
for November 9th.

Of Moving Pictures Destroying the 
Drama. 

In the November Woman's Home 
Companion, Daniel Frohman, one of 
! tht most famous theatrical managers 
I In America, writes an interesting ar- 
! ticle entitled "The 'Movies' and the 
j Theatre," in which he discusses the 
j question : Will moving pictures hurt 
j the drama? In the course of his ar- 
i ticle Mr. Frohman makes clear his 
j opinion that moving pictures are not 
I going to hurt the theatre, but help 
1 it. He says in part: 

"I believe the moving pictures will 
be one of the agents by which peo- 
ple will be brought back to the thea- 
tre. For a time, perhaps, the galler- 
ies are being emptied, and most assur- 
edly for a time such a condition is 
going to hurt the theatres, for a large 
part of the theater's profit is in the 
gallery. But it is only a passing 
phase. 

"The theatre is always going to 
stand as firm as a rock.Madame Sarah 
j Bernhardt, who is an enthusiast about 
1 the moving picture, said to me not 
long ago that the supreme human val- 
! ue of the stage, the very question of 
j warm personality, with which the me- 
chanical can never compete, will al- 
ways bring the pendalum swinging 
back in favor of the theatre. 

"There is much to be said for an 
amusement which a poor man can 
have for ten cents. But that is no rea- 
son why the galleries of our theatres 
at the present time are empty. As a 
theatre manager of some experience I 
have never yet found the question of 
price debated as reason for empty 
seats when the play was really want- 
ed. Our galleries are largely empty 
because the people are * not geting 
the plays they want. What the aver- 
age theatregoer has always objected 
to was paying a disproportionate price 
for a poor seat and a poor play to- 
gether, when for ten or twenty-five 
cents he could sit down-stairs in a 
moving picture house and get some- 
thing he may be really interested in."

The reason lies in a difference of time 
of burning electric lamps. Greenwich 
time of 5 o'clock corresponds to 3:10 
Paris time, for instance. Lamps are 
turned on according to the amount of 
daylight, but offices close at a fixed 
hour. Should an office close at 6 
o'clock, it is evident that the lamps 
will have burned ten minutes- longer, 
owing to the change over to Green- 
wich time. The extra amount of cur- 
rent is naturally paid for by the user. 



JUDGE TRACY RULES IN 

3URLEY ELECTION. 



A conference continuing through- 
out Friday morning was held at the 
office of Allen & Duncan, in Lexing- 
ton, between Judge F. M. Tracy and 
the attorneys interested in the Burley 
Tobacco Company election, which 
was begun on Thursday afternoon. 

In addition to Col. John R. Allen 
and Henry T. Duncan, Jr., the pres- 
ent administration of the company 
was represented by D .L. Pendleton, 
of Winchester, and R. C. Simmons, of 
Covington. The opposition was rep- 
i^sented by John T. Vest and J. G. 
Tomlin, of Walton. 

A number of questions were sub- 
mitted to Judge Tracy for his ruling 
in the conduct of the election which 
is for the selection of a board of direc- 
tors of the Burley Tobacco Company, 
the directors of the Burley Tobacco 
Society now acting in that capacity. 

The rulings were made as of the 
Kenton Circuit Court, and were as 
follows: , 

"No stock can be voted except by 
persons, or their proxies, who were 
the owners recorded on the books of 
the company on October 7. This rul- 
ing means that purchasers of stock 
since that date must not only be in 
possession of the certificates with the 
endorsement showing the transfer, 
but muBt also hold the proxy of the York.

I HERO OF TWO WARS 



Able To See Statute of Himself — Lou- 
isville Citizens Honor Castleman. 



With the unveiling Saturday in Lou- 
isville of a statute of General John 
Breckinridge Castleman, veteran of 
two wars and long a leading citizen 
of Kentucky, the residents of Louis- 
ville paid unique honor to him. 

Ceremonies, attended by thousands 
of his fellow citizens, were staged be- 
side the statute, which occupies a com- 
manding position at the entrance to 
Cherokee Park. 

The statute, one of the few ever 
erected to a person during his lifetime, 
is of bronze and shows General Castle- 
man in civilan garb, seated on his fa- 
mous black mare Caroline. The 
sculptor is R. Hinton Perry, of New

General Castleman was a Major un- 
der Morgan in the Civil War and 
headed an expedition which sought 
the delivery of Confederate prisoners 
in Illinois and Indiana, but was capt- 
ured. The parole given him was re- 
voked by former President Johnson 
and he lived for a time abroad. He 
volunteered for service in the war 
with Spain and was discharged as a 
Brigadier General, declining an ap- 
pointment of the same rank in the reg- 
ular army, tendered by former Presi- 
dent McKinley. 

For years he has served, except 
during occasional Republican municip- 
al administrations, as President of 
Louisville's Board of Park Commis- 
sioners. He is credited with having 
done more to give Louisville Its splen- 
did system of packs titan any other 
parses. 



This is the season and almost the ' £ 
hour of the cuckoo in England, for it ' 
sounds in British ears the earliest note 
of spring. In that harsh and inhos- 
pitable clime men at this season list- 
en for the note, as soldiers besieged 
listen for the coming of troops to the 
rescue. Should any man to-morrow 
batch the coveted sound in the remot- 
est district he would hurry a tele- 
graphic dispatch to some great paper 
in London, announcing the fact. And 
happy would that journal be to fore- 
stall the rest in hearalding the good 
news. It means so much to the Eng- 
lishman to have the winter over and 
gone, one cannot wonder at the inter- 
est felt by all classes in the arrival of 
this bird, a sure and unfailing har- 
binger of spring. But woe betide the 
man that makes a hoax of the matter. 
Some weeks ago an evening paper 
published in London the coveted an- 
. nouncement which was copied into all 
the leading papers next morning. In- 
stantly the Balkin War was forgotten 
and all else laid aside for the nonce, 
while London became two great camps 
debating pro and con the question 
whether or not the report could be 
true. 

The bird arrives in a hurry, arrang- 
es the matter of its errand in a hurry, 
can be detained but a short time and 
is son off again to climes further 
north. The same hurried movements 
there take place, and before the mid- 
dle of August this messenger from the 
far South has returned to England and 
even started on its migration to its 
distant winter home— never to be seen 
again till the following spring. 

What of its nestings? Well may 
the question be put, for they have 
been left behind to follow as best they 
can. All the reproachful things are 
true to the letter that have been said 
about this bird, though not of its cous- 
in on this side of the water. Cuckoos 
do not mate; they have no homes, 
build no nests, are never seen in 
pairs, hatch no eggs, rear no fledg- 
lings, but contrive to have these ser- 
vices rendered by others with a shrew* 
ness almost beyond belief. Nothing 
could induce the mother bird to risk 
being caught upon another bird's nest. 
She selects always the nest of a bird 
much smaller than herself, lays an egg 
upon the ground enormously small for 
a bird so large, takes it in her bill and 
secretly conveys it to the nest she has 
chosen. If the eggs in the nest are 
too numerous she will not hesitate to 
remove as many as she likes. She 
knows, too, what her offsprings will do 
the moment it is out of its shell. Not 
only is it larger and stronger than the 
rest, but seems restless till it has 
ejected all of them from the nest. Its 
back is hollowed between the should- 
ers for this purpose. It can work un- 
der an unhatched egg or a fellow nes- 
tling, lift the egg or bird to the edge 
of the nest, and by a peculiar jerk 
send the burden off its back tumbling 
to the ground. Left alone in the fos- 
ter home it has a little food, waxes 
strong and a little later will follow its 
metier seuikirari.
